This is a very serious smudge on the 


reputation of the entire community.

goal only once in the last eight years. 
Appleton's record stands in stark contrast 
to neighboring 
communities

launch into an essay on the merits of the

concept.

anyone who reads or listens should know 
by now that the Community Chest is a
